A Brighter, More Hopeful Outlook 

So much has been heard during the past two er three years about hard 
times in Canada, with reports of unemployment, emigration to the United 
States, ete. ete, that it is a weicame change to now read from week to week 
of steadily improving conditions and to note the more ‘hopeful tone prevailing. 
It is undeniably true that during recent years times have been exceedingly 
trying and difilecult for many peopic, and that heavy responsibilities have been 
carried by business men generally during the prevailing period of depression. 
Lue after all, the number who cngaged in downright blue ruin talk was small, 
albeit at limes rather noisy. 

The tide has changed and is growing stronger, with the result that thous- 
ands who emigrated to the United States are now coming back while the im- 
migration of new people is increasing. Unemployment has lessened and 
continues tu grow smaller, and mereantile business, wholesale and retail, 
shows steady improvement, Having heard so much that was discouraging 
and inducive af despondency in past months, let us record a few facts reveal- 
ing the present betterment with all their significance for continued progress. 

The number of business failures in Canada during the first three months 
of this year was 785; compared with 1,032 during the same quarter of 1928, and 
liabilities were more than one million dollars less. 

Loadings of freight cars on Canada’s railways during the first five months 
of the year were ncarly 100,000 greater than during the same months a year 
ago, and railway earnings exceed those of a year ago by over three million 
dollars. . 

While building permits in the larger Eastern cities, notably Montreal and 
Toronto, show decreases, the reverse is true in the West. Western permits 
are more than $2,000,000 greater than at this same period a year ago. 

More than 450,000,000 bushels of Carniada’s wheat crop of 1925 was mer- 
chantable as compured with 389,000,000 bushels the previous year. Last 
year's merchantable yield of oats was 535,000,000 bushels against 152,000,000 
in 1922. According to data given out at Winnipeg, the net value to farmers 
of last year’s wheat crop, in the West alone, between September 1 and April 
39, is more than $14,000,000 greater than the value of the previous crop. On 
the other hand, crop conditions in the United States are less favorable than 
for twelve years past, and wheat prices are on an upward trend. — It is con- 
fidently predicted that the United States will be obliged to import larger 
quantities of Canadian wheat this year. a 

Despite the outery made by some manufacturers over the recent tariff 
changes, the industrial situation is likewise improving. The Ford Motor 
Company of Canada is manufacturing 45,000 more cars this year than in any 
previous year. The Canadian General Electric Co. is erecting a $350,000 
addition to its plant at Peterborough. Even shipbuilding firms are now 
adding to their staffs. 

A most significant statement was recently made by an official of a big 
Fastern manufacturing concern when he said that in any section of Canada 
where the naturat resources of the country are being developed, business is ex- 
ceptionally good. This bears out the contention made over and oyer again 
in this column that what the manufacturers of Canada require is not more 
tariff protection, but more energetic action by themselves in developing for 
use the great wealth of natural resources in Canada. <A little more faith in 
themselves and in Canada, a little more courage and initiative, a willingness 
to risk a little in development enterprises, instead of relying so largely on 
spoon-fed assistance through the erection of tariff walls to shut oul competi- 
tion, would quickly revolutionize the manufacturing industries of the Domin- 
ion, put new life into them, and through the development of our resources 
increase employment, and create new business in all directions. 

Many instances could be cited of improvements recorded in other depart- 
ments of business activity, such, for example, as one tea distributing firm 
whose volume of business is 20 per cent. greater than a year ago; or another 
firm engaged in the same business whose increase is 80 per cent.; or of a firm 
producing grape juice whose 1928 sales were 40 per cent. larger than in 1922 
and whose business this year is increasing over that of last year. 

There is no ground for pessimism in Canada, cither east or west, In 
this Dominion we do not, as a rule, jump from profound depression into fever- 
ish activity as they frequently do in the United States. Business in this 
country takes a slump more gradually and recovers in much the same way. 
The facts above recorded show that the “bright spots” are growing larger and 
increasing in number. The business recovery seems assured, and, if the peo- 
ple of Canada will retain a confident attitude and govern themselves accord- 


ingly, permanently belter times are ahead.

Steamer Arrived at Fort Resolution on 
June Elghth 

“This 1s the earliest spring that the 
north has ever known so far as navi- 
gation in the Slave River is concern- 
ed,” writes A. L. Sawle, secretary- 
treasurer of the Northern Trading Co., 
to the head office of the firm at Ed- 
monton, Mr. Sawle Is on his annual 
visit to the posts of the company 
strung all along the north flowing 
waters, and at the time the letter was 
mailed was at Fort Smith, making 
preparations for the trip to the Arc- 
tic. 

He says that the trees and gardens 
are two weeks earlier than usual, and 
the steamer Northland Trader made a 
navigation record in arriving at Fort 
Resolution on June 8. The vessel took 
down freight and passengers for the 
Great Slave Lake post, returning again 
to ort Smith to take on her cargo and 
passengers for the far north, She 
was to leave Fort Smith outward 


bound on June 20, and was to be pre-; 


ceded severai days by the company's 
auxiliary schooner, which it Is expect- 
ed will be the first vessel to arrive at 
the delta of the Mackenzie River. 

The motor vessel Pioneer will make 
a voyage to Fort Norman with cargo, 
on the return of the Northland Trader 
to Fort Smith, at the end of her first 
Arctic voyag?.

African Paper Praises 
Premier King’s Action 


Attitude Taken On Lausanne Treaty 
Strongly Approved 

London.—Strong approval of the at- 
{ilude taken by Premier King on the 
Lausanne treaty, is taken by Die Bur- 
ger, the official organ of the Nation- 
alist party in South Africa, according 
to despatches from Capetown. This 
paper states that the good work 
which King has done in the matter 
of the constitutional development of 
the Empire will undoubtedly receive 
the strongest support from’ the Na- 
tionalist Government. 

The journal maintains, however, 
that so long as the outer world does 
not regard the Dominions as com- 
pletely equal to Britain, and so long as 
Britain continues to endeavor to im- 
press upon the outer world the in- 
divisibility of the Empire, Canada's 
attitude will be ineffective. Die Bur- 
ger says ‘that the correspondence 
which - passed between the British 
Government and CUttawa, is of the 
greatest importance, through affording 
a concrete example of certain currents 
of opinion regarding imperial relation:

HOPE HELD OUT 
FOR DEPOSITORS 
OF HOME BANK 


Ottawa.—Two alternative proposi- 
tions for the reimbursement of Home 
Bank depositors were put before Hon. 
J. A. Robb, acting minister of finance, 
by representatives ot the depositors’ 
committee. 

The first was that the government 
should advance 75 cents on the dollar 
which, with the payment of 25 per 
cent. already received, would com- 
pletely reimburse the depositors. In 
this case the assets of the bank were 
to be administered by the liquidators 
for the benefit of the government. 

Th@ second was that the govern- 
ment should advance 60 cents on the 
dollar. In this case the liquidator 
would administer the assets of the 
bank for ‘the benefit of the deposi- 
tors, 

Mr. Robb made no comment upon 
the propositions. 

These proposals were explained by 
W. T. J. Lee, chairman of the nation- 
al committee of the Home Bank de- 
positors at a special meeting of the 
commons banking committee.  After- 
wards, I. E. Weldon, co-liquidator of 
the bank, explained that the total de- 
posits were in the neighborhood of 
fifteen millions. A payment of 75 per 
cent. would require $11,250,000, and 
60 ner cent. $9,000,000. He said that 
G. T. Clarkson, the other liquidator, 
estimated that if the government ad- 
vaneed 60 per cent. the depositors 
would realize about S85 cents on the 
dollar. 

He suggested that the government 
should put in the estimates the 
amount required to carry out one or 
the other of these proposals and 
should pass it at the present session

Sunlight and Health 


Statistics Show That Tco Much Sun- 
light Is Conducive to High 
Mortality Rate 

The prevalent idea that we cannot 
have too much sunshine for health is 
challenged by W. H. Dines, F.R.S., 
who points out in Nature that many | 
well-known statistical facts are op- 
posed to this belief. In European 
countries the death-rate is highest 
{n the south and lowest in the north, 
and the British Isles and the Scan- 
dinavian countries are especially favy- 
ored. Though the duration of pos- 
sible sunshine is nearly the same in 
bot hparts, the intensity is far great- 
er in the_south. English records for 
1881 to 1912 being at hand, compari- 
son was made of the summer sun- 
shine and summer death-rate of the 
different years, and this showed that 
the four most sunless summers (1888, 
1894, 1910 and 1912) all had an ex- 
cepllonally low death-rate, while the 
sunniest summers (1877, 1899 and 
1911) had more than the average num- 
ber of deaths. It is, contended that 
the fact that ultra-violet rays are help- 
ful in certain diseases does not prove 
that an exeess of sunlight is general- 


ly beneficial. It is thought to be hard- 
ly credible that sunlight alone should 
be prejudicial to health and the ex- 
planation is suggested that it is the 
heat, with which sunshine is usually 
associated, that is harmful.
